By Letters frou: Salamanca 
of the 12th of this Monch ‘iis adyi“d, that che Mar- 
quis de Villareal had taken the Ficle with the No- 
bility on Horfeback, and was mavch'd to defend 
the Paflages of Truxillo, the Nobility being 
divided into 4 Bodies, commanded by the Marquis 
de Cardennota, Don Domingo de Guzman, Don 
Jofeph Manuel Maldonado; and Don Chriitoval de 
Cueto y Paz. The 13th a Regiment of 540 Men, 
commanded by Don Antonio Sanguineco Corregidor 
of Salamanca, was to march from thence, having 
under him 9 Captains nominated by the City, which 
has furnifh’d all thar was neceffary, for mounting, 
arming, and fubfifting them while they are in the 
Ficld. Our laft Advices from the Body of Troops 
commanded by the Duke of Berwick, fay he was at 


Placentia. and would follow the Enemy and obterve 


their March as well as he could with hs Horfe. 
The Enemy are retir’d from Coria, and according 
to the lareft :Advices, were within 2 Leagues of 
Ciudad Rodrigo. The Duke of Berwick bas de- 
feated fome of their Patties, taken fome of their 
Convoys, and ftreightens them in fuch a Manner, 
that they dare not go far from their Camp to For- 
rage. "Tis believ’d they will lay Siege to Ciudad 
Rodrigo, becaufe that Place is nor ftrong ; however, 
all the Troops are drawing together that can poili- 
bly, for fuccouring that “Town and atiacking the E- 
nemy. Part. of the Clergy of the Province of Gui- 
puicoa, having met together, have made a Free 
Gift to the King of 500 Piftoles cowards the Charge 
of the War. The Chapter of Xerez de la Frontera 
has given 2000 Crowns: The Clerzy of Palencia 
have given a like Summ. 150 Horte are march'd 
out of Xerez dela Frontera, to joyn :ne Duke of 
Berwick. Troops are drawing together from all 
Parts, and laft.
